GERMAN BARBARITIES
MAY LEAD TO CHARGES

Evidence Before French Military Court

Indicates That Von Heinrich, For- -

mer Military Governor of Lille,

, May Be Accused of

Murder.

Lille, France, Tuesday, Aug. 19. Evi-

dence before the French military court
inquiring. into erimes committed by the
Germans during the occupation indicates
that a charge of murder may be brought
against Von Heinrich, a former military
governor of Lille.

Madame Jacques and Madame Mar-

tens, widows of men shot by the Ger-

mans, testified that after sentence of
death had been passed on Jacques snd
Martens, von Heinrich authorized the
lawyers of the condemned men to appeal
to the German emperor. While the ap-

peal was being made, Von Heinrich, it
ws 'declared, ordered that the men be

executed, and they were shot 24 hours
later.

The military court also has heard evi-

dence against Von Zoelne, former quarter-

master-general at Charleville. It has
been testified that he was responsible for
the deportation of girls in' Lille in 1916.

General Gravanitch, governor of Lille at
the time, it was declared, held Von Zoel-

ne responsible for ttfiordcr of depor-
tation.

Dr. Van Henverhny, a resident of
Fives, near Lille, told the court that
Captain Himmen Le Belafre was respon-
sible for the murder of the doctor's

son in November, 1918. The

boy was bayonetted by a German soldier
on the order of the captain. The doctor
testified further that the captain, the
German governor of Lille and the Ger-

man governor of Roubaix were responsi-
ble for the torturing of French youths in
Germaa work camps.

charged with the attempted murder of
Abbe Hallineck of l. It is
declared that while drunk he twice
stabbed the priest, in whose house he
was living.

revenues needed by a railroad to pay op-

erating expenses and a "fair return" on
the value of its properties and maintain
credit sufficient to attract new capital
necessary for the expansion of facilities.
It was believed, Mr. Cuyler Bid, the
railroads should have from $700,000,000
to $1,000,0000,000 of new capital an-

nually for expansion of facilities to
meet the growth of population and in-

dustry.
The proposed board alsa would have

authority to distribute traffic when nec-

essary to relieve congestion of certain
lines, to require the use of joint termi-
nals when in the public interest and in

times of national emergency, to consol-
idate all lines into a unified system. It
also was recommended that Congress au-

thorize the consolidation of existing lines
into strong, competitive systems, when
considered to be in the public interest.
The association recommended, he said, a
great unification of public regulation of
the railroads by broadening national con-

trol. It believed, he said, there should
be exclusive national control on issue, of
securities and the expenditure of new
capital. Provision for" federal incorpora-
tion of interstate carriers also was ad-

vocated.
"To avoid the risk of financial disas-

ter," upon return of the road to private
operation, Mr. Cuyler said the railway
executives believed it necessary that the
guaranteed standard return from the
government be continued until it was
possible to "restore the equilibrium be-

tween revenues and expenditures and
make the carriers again
It was proposed that this readjustment
of rates be undertaken by the interstate
commerce commission in conjunction
with the federal director-genera- l of rail-
roads and the proposed federal trans-
portation board.

By way of further financial relief for
the roads upon resumption of private op-
eration, it was advocated that their in-

debtedness to the government on account
of capital expenditures made during the
period of government control be funded
for 10 years.

Washington, D. C, Aug. 20. Four res-

ervations on the league of nations cove-

nant are embodied in a separate resolu-
tion prepared to-da- y by Senator Pitt-ma- n

Senator Pittman said the resolution

was in line with the suggestion made to
thfi. foreign relations committee yester-
day by President Wilson that if reser-
vations are to be made they should be
embodied in a separate resolution and
not in the resolution of ratification,
which might make new negotiations nec-

essary.
Senator Pittman said the reservations

had not been submitted to the president.
They are similar to those proposed by a
group of seven Republican senators and
deal with the right of withdrawal from
the league, article 10, domestic questions
and the Monroe doctrine.
More Testimony Before Senate Com-

mittee.
China regards American acceptance of

the Shantung provision of the peace
treaty as a "deviation from the Ameri-
can policy of friendly
toward the Chine government, the Seri-

ate foreign relations committee was told
y by John C. Ferguson, an Ameri-

can and an official adviser to the Chinese
president.

While not speaking officially for the
Chines government. Dr. Ferguson said
he based his statement on an intimate
knowledge of Chinese opinion.

China's case in the peace conference,
was based on the unanimous advice of
international lawyers of France, Russia
and Belgium and Holland, who agreed
that the Chinese declaration of war nul-
lified the 1015 treaty by which China
agreed not to take exception with any
settlement Japan might make with
Germany regarding the German posses-
sions in Shantung.

The only expressions of opinion to-

day as to the conference yesterday were
from Senators Borah, Idaho, and John-
son, California, Republicans, who in a
joint statement .set forth the facts de-

veloped at the conference as they viewed
it and declared these facts showed the
position they had maintained "in respect
to this covenant of the league of nations
is justified and confirmed."

President Wilson had before him a se-

ries of 20 written questions submitted
to him after yesterday's conference by
Senator Fall, New Mexico, Republican,
of the foreign relations committee. The
questions which the president agreed to
answer after study, were in regard to the
possibility of declaring the war at an
end prior to Senate ratification of the
treaty, the disposition of Germany's for-
mer colonial possessions and the reasons
for American participation on the vari-
ous reconstruction commissions created
by the treaty.

MISSING LONDON KEY FOUND.

MRS. GEORGE MITCHELL.

Died Yesterday Afternoon Following an

Marfa, Texan, Aug. 20. Somewhere in

Mexico, opposite Candelaria, Texas, to-

day, American soldiers continued the

pursuit begun yesterday of the bandits
who captured and held for ransom Lieu-

tenants Peterson and Davis, American
aviators, rescued yesterday after pay-
ment of $8,500 in gold to the bandit
leader.

Military headquarters here was with-

out information from the punitive expe-

dition, heavy storms in the mountains of
Chihuahua interrupting communication
via the field telephones of the army.

Possibility that the American soldiers
already have had their first skirmish
with the bandits was indicated last night
when two aviators returned to the
American tide with bullet holes in the
plane of their machine and a report that
they had been attacked by three Mexi-

cans, one of whom they believed they
killed with machine gun bullets. Anoth-
er was believed to have been wounded,
and the third fled. First reports said the
cavalry was in pursuit of the remaining
bandit. Four airplanes, which arrived
from Fort Bliss near El Paso, were to
augment the airplanes of the 8th cavalry
in Mexico to-da-

Marfa, Texas, Aug. 20. A report was
received here to-da- y jfrom Lieutenant Es-

till, pilot, and Lieutenant Cooper, ob-

server, dated Presidio, Texas, giving de-

tails of firing on their biplane by Mexi-
can bandits. While flying over a Mexi-
can mountain trail, the American avia-
tors observed three Mexicans, mounted,
riding south. The plane swept down low
to investigate.

The bandits opened fire with rifle, bul-

lets puncturing the wings of the Ameri-
can machine. Cooper returned the fire
and saw one horse and rider fall. Later
a horse was observed standing without a
rider. The third horseman dismounted
and disappeared.

Reports from all troops in the field in
Mexico indicate progress is being madfc
in searching the mountain canyons and
passes for the bandits who held Lieuten-
ants Peterson and Davis.

Vote Being Canvassed at Youngstown,

Ohio, Said to Be Strongly in Favor
of the Movement.

Youngstown, 0., Aug. 20. Under the
presidency of John Fitzpatriek, the
American Federation of Labor's national
committee on organization in the iron
and steel industry met here to-da- y to be-

gin canvassing a strike vote, taken
among 24 unions having members in the
steel industries and decided whether
these unions would be asked to present
demands and back them up by a strike.

W. Z. Foster, secretary-treasure- r of
the committee and spokesman for the
unions, said the vote was virtually unan-
imous for strike. In the Pittsburgh dis-

trict, he said, he had seen but one ad-

verse vote, cast at Donora.
A decision on asking the 24 unions to

strike will likely be reached t, he
said.

Rumblings of discontent over wages
the Barre fire department and rumor
a similar complaint in the police de' a
ment came to official attention e $ 18

regular meeting of the city coun ast
night, when the regular firemen ent-e- d

a formal request for a minim 5', wage
of $24 a week and one day a five.
The matter was debated at ,th, but
no action was taken the rej. st being
referred to the fire committee.

A sliding scale of wages is now opera-
tive among tire regular men of the fire

department, excepting in the case of the
chief, who receives $1,500 a year; and,
by the way, the new chief, Arthur G.
Preble, of Quincy, Mass., was sworn in
yesterday. The lowest wages paid the
regulars is $20.54 per week, and the high-
est is $24.33; and the men are getting
one day off in seven. There are eight
regulars on the staff, and the communi-
cation presented last night was signed
by six of them.

That communication was as follows:
"We beg to call to your attention the
seemingly low scale of wages which is
being paid to of the fire de-

partment of your city. The members of
the said department unanimously believe
that a minimum of at least $24 per week
and one day off in five would be mora
consistent with the present scale of
wages paid in other branches and also
partially coincide with the present high
cost f living. Trusting that you will
give the matter your earliest possible
attention, we remain, John Downs, Peter
Purichelli, John Emslie, W. B. Bobbins,
Edward Barrett, C. C. Mears." t

After the reading of the communica-
tion, Alderman Loranger divulged the in-

formation that the dissatisfaction over
pay was not confined merely to the fire'
department, as the police were desirous
of more wages.

Maor Glysson at once declared h
understood that the arrangements which
recently were made regarding the wages
in the fire department would be satisfac-

tory; and Alderman Scott said that such
was his understanding. Alderman

expressed tf similar idea, but be
added: "I am not at all surprised that
the agreement is tumbling over, as they
are tumbling over all over the country."
Alderman ' Loranger thought that tha
question of increased wages might be
settled by reducing the, size of the force
and giving those retained a little higher
scale. He also thought the same about
the police department, in view of the,
fact that the elimination of "booze" had
made the causes for arrests less nu-
merous.

Alderman Scott asked: "How much do
the firemen get on the side for washing
automobiles ?"

Alderman Loranger: "One of the men
told me they got $2 a week during the
summer months."

Alderman Scott: "I guess they get
more than that, because there is a regu-
lar stream of automobiles going there to
be washed, especially on Monday morn-

ing."
Alderman McMillan: "Do the men get

time off?"
And the question was answered in tha

affirmative by saying that they get one
day off in seven.

Alderman Scott then moved that tha
communication signed by the six firemen
be returned to the men, with instruc-
tions that the pay was fixed for a year.
No one seconded the motion, and Alder-
man Loranger thought it might be well
to confer with the writers of the letter.
Alderman Alexander moved that the let-

ter be referred to the fire committee, and
Alderman Keefe seconded, the motion
prevailing.

With that motion out of the way, the
suggestion s made that some sort of a
binding agreement should be made with
the firemen that they stay in the service
for a definite time and that the practice
of staying a few months and then ac-

cepting somebody else's offer of mora
wages should be prevented. That idea
seemed to find favor, and it was also
suggested that a bonus might be offered
to the men. for continuous service over
a specified period.

Two of the aldermen suggested that
they knew of former firemen who were
desirous of going back into the service
again. As thd matter now stands, it is
probable that the fire committee will
bring in a report. The reported dissatis-
faction of the police did not come before
the council in formal or even authorita- - '

tive manner.

Appeared Before House Agriculture Com-

mittee To-da- Urging Additional
Laws to Reduce Cost of

Living.

Washington, D. C, Aug. 20. Proposed
amendments to the food control act,
which would authorize the president to
fix wholesale and reail prices of certain
commodities, were strongly opposed to-

day by Attorney General Palmer.
Appearing before the House agricul'

tural committee to urge speedy enact-
ment of additional laws to help reduce
the cost of living, the attorney general
declared such executive power ould be
too drastic, and would provoke so much
debate in Congress as to delay passage
of other amendments suggested by the
department of justice.

The department has recommended that
provisions of' the food control act be
made applicable to wearing apparel, fuel
and fertilizer, with heavy penalties for
profiteering.

"An law, imposing a
fine of $5,000 and two years' imprison-
ment for violations, is the best method
of combating high living cost'," he said.

mittee of the friends of Greece, repre-
senting 500,000 Americans of Greek de-

They declared that
the claims of Greece with respect to
Thrace to be just and in conformity wit h

tice may be done the Greek nation."

It
is a far reaching measure the purpose
of which is to set definite limits and
establish eountrol of all sorts of activi-
ties in commerce, finance and industries
bearing on the means of .meeting the re-

sponsibilities laid upon Germany by the
conditions of peace.
